OVERNOR TELLS 
OF ACTION TAKEN 
IN SAVANNAH CASE 


Took All Steps Within 
His Power Some Timé 
Ago to Prevent Prohi 
Violations, He Writes 
Mayor Stewart. 


INFORMED OF SITUATION 
BY FEDERAL OFFICERS 


Declares It Equal Duty of 
State, County and Muni- 
cipal Officers in Chat- 
ham to Enforce Laws.

Declaring that it is equally the 
duty of state, county and municipal 
officers of Savannah to enforce al! 
state laws; that conditions sur- 
rounding the enforcement of pro- 
hibition laws in Chatham were 
brought to his attention some time 
ago by. federal authorities and that 
he immediatély took necessary ac- 
tion, Governor Hugh M. Dorsey 
Tuesday night replied to the recent 
letter of Mayor Murray Stewart, of 
Savannah, in which the latter put 
the question of checking flagrant 
violations of the dry laws squarely 
upto the chief executive. 

Considerable interest was attract- 
ed by the letter of Mayor Stewart, 
in which it was stated liquor was 
undeniably being brought to the 
seaport city by - waterways and 
something should be done to stamp 
out this illicit traffic. “I put the 
question squarely up to you and 
would request that ‘you direct the 
attention. of..e¥éry official over 
whom you have supervisory or man- 
datory powers,” that the laws be 
enforced, the sayor said. 

Asks for Information. 


In conclusion, the mayor asked in- 
formation “as to the function of the 
county in the enforcement of the 
prohibition laws,” and the gover~- 


nor immediately turned the letter 


over to Assistant Attorney Graham 
Wright, who Tuesday returned a 
brief advising him of his duties in 
the matter. 

“T think it is equally the duty of 
the state, county and municipal of- 
ficials of the city of Savannah to 
see that all state laws are enforced, 
in so far as they can,” the governor 
said in his letter of reply. “I do 
hope that there will be such co- 
operation between the municipal 
and state authorities in the county 
of Chatham that those who persist 
in such flagrant violations of our 
prohibition laws may be punished.” 

In his réply, the governor also 
disclosed the fact that conditions in 
Savannah and Chatham county had 
been brought to his attention by 
federal authorities some time before 
Mayor Stewart wrote him, and he 
immediately called the matter to 
the attention of state and county of- 
ficials. | 

Notified Officials. 

“The conditions which you say 
obtain in your county and city were 
called to my attention some time 
ago by federal authorities,” the let- 
ter read, “and 1 ,in turn, called the 
matter immediately to the attention 
of the state and county officials in 
your county, who are charged with 
the same duties with respect to 
these laws that your policemen are. 
This, I understand from the attor- 
ney general, is all that I am author- 
ized to do.” 

Assistant Attorney General 
Wright, in his brief outlinf ng the 
action Governor Dorsey could take 
in the Savannah case, @éclared that 
the “most potent of all forces in the 
enforcement of laws is that arising 
from the moral and legal duty of 
the citizens of the county to uphold 
the laws of the state and to en- 
force the same, and a disregard of 
this duty makes the enforcement of 
laws @ difficult matter in any com- 


munity.” :

and villages. 

But Great Britain is waiting, with 
some misgivings, for the Irish peo- 
Dle to recover from the first depth 
of gloom into which the event has 
Plunged them, when, it is expected, 
retaliation wiH take on a renewed 
and far more vigorous form. 

Troops now stationed in Ireland 
number 49,000, it was announced 
tonight. ~

during the delicate stages surround- 
[ing MacSwiney's funeral. It was 


hinted Tuesday night that the gov-.

No Military Burial.

‘Pleas for election of Senatorial .can- 


didates favoring the league of na- 
tions were made by Governor Cox 
today, in a tri-state touring, touch- 
ing West Virginia and Kentucky 
and closing tonight with an address 
here, where he began his career as 
& newspaper reporter twenty-five 
years ago. 

The democratic presidentia] can- 
didate, reiterating he would con- 
strue his election—in which he ex- 
Pressed utmost  confidence—as “a 
positive mandate” for American en- 
trance into the league, asked sup- 
port for democratic candidates here 
in Ohio and also in Kentucky, whom, 
he said, stood “four square” upon 
the league issue. 

“Don’t Tie My Hands.” 

“Don't tle my hands by electing 
a hostile senator,” he urged, re- 
iterating statements made in his 
announcement yesterday, 


OS care believed He would “reach 


an. agreement with the Senate re- 
garding the league,” 

“I have found that America is not 
so much concerned in the words we 
use in keeping our pledge,” said the 
Sovernor, “as it is that the mean- 
ing be clear and that the only pos- 
sible step now available be taken 
to keep wars from being in the fu- 
ture.” : 

Governor Cox also continued his 
attack upon Senator Harding, asa 
“conspirator” against the league by 
virtue of the senator's signature to 
the “round robin.” 

“I think you will agree,” said the 
governor, “that a conspiracy was 
formed in the senate to strangle 
the league of nations to déath. Now 
we are asked to upset the ¢onspiracy 
and the senatorial crowd proposes, 
as the official upsetter, a mem- 
ber of the conspirators himself. 
When a case is tried in court, the 
man under charge never sits in the 
judge’s chair, and he never sits in 
the jury box, and the American 
people, in their desire to overturn 
this base conspiracy, are not going 
to designate one of the conspirators 
himself to carry out the job.” 

Cox Predicts Landslide. 

Predicting’ a “landslide for the 
cause*‘of peace” one week from to- 
day in the election, Governor Cox 
reiterated his opinion that Senators, 
Brandegee, of Cofnecticut; Smoot, of 
Utah; Moses, of New Hampshire: 
Watson, of Indiana, and other re- 
publican senatorial candidates sign- 
ing the round robin, would be de- 
feated. The governor asked Ken- 
tucky voters to “send back” Senator 
Beckham, democrat, and his Ohio 
audiences were urged by Governor 


Cox to support W. A. Julian, demo- 


cratic senatorial candidate.

Lucerne, Switzerland, October 26. 
Former King Constantine of Greece 
burst into tears today upon legrn- 
ing of the death of his second ‘son, 
King Alexander of Greece, news of 
which was received last night, al- 
though it was withheld from the 
deposed monarch until this morn- 
ing. The former king has not seen 
his son In several years. 

Many telegrams and letters of 
condolence have been received at 
the Hotel National, where the ex- 
king and his family are staying. 

The question of the Greek dynas- 
ty has occupied the attention of 
Constantine since his son’s illness 
became desperate, and the former 
ruler has conferred frequently 
with the former Greek foreign min- 
ister, Georgios Streit, whois un- 
derstood to have. been directing the 
campaign for the’ restoration of 
Constantine to the throne. 

Prince Paul was non-committal 
when asked recently by a news- 
paper correspondent whether he 
would accept the Greek throne in 
the event of the death of his 
brother. 

“T will leave the matter in the 
hands of my father,” he replied. 

Prince Paul is tall, slim and well 
built. He is democratic in manner 
and has many friends in Switzer- 
land.

Athens, October 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The throne of 
Greece, made vacant by the death 
of King Alexander, will be offered 


to Prince Paul, third son of former 
King Constantine, it is officially an- 
nounced, but. as a condition, King 
| Constantine must formally abdicate 
and Prince George, elder brother 
of Prince Paul, must renounce his 
rights. 

It is probable that King Constan- 
tine will at first refuse to meet 
these conditions, but it is under- 
stood Premier Venizelos will pro- 
duce arguments of some importance. 

Constantine’s financial status is 
well known and it is understood 
that the premier will agree to re- 
store the former king’s suppressed 
pension, if the above terms are ac- 
cepted. 

Questions of Republic. 

Only in the event of Constantine’s 
persistent refusal would there be a 
question of the establishment of a 
republic, but it is known Venizelos 
is of the opinion that Greece is not 
yet ripe for that form of govern- 
ment. 

There is also a possibility of of- 
fering the throne’ to a foreign 
prince, but the premier is reluctant 
to take such a step, To begin with, 
‘it would be hard to find a suitable 
candidate. When Prince Otto of 
Bavaria was called to the throne of 
(sreece in 1832 the protecting powers 
of Great Britain, France and Russia 
gave solemn undertaking that none 
of their princes would seek the 
throne, an undertaking which was 
renewed by King George of Great 
4ritain in 1917.

Alfredo Cocchi for the murder of. 


Ruth Cruger in New York in 1917, 
commenced Monday morning with a 
recital of the evidence against him. 
Cocchi took a spirited part in the 
proceedings, indulgigg in oratorical 
flourishes. He argued that no one 
had denounced him and that only 
his own words were available 
against him. : ; 


Owen Bohan, an assistant district 
attorney of New York city, testi- 


; fied. Mr. Bohan said that Cocchi’s 


wife, who was accused by the pris- 
oner of hawing committed the crime 
but who was exonerated, was 
hard working and moral woman, 
and that Cocchi’s eldest daughter 
was dead.- Cocchi previously had 
testified that he made his con- 


» fession’of killing Miss Cruger so as 


to protect his wife and children. 
The testimony of Mr. Bohan was 
declared by the defense to have 
considerably weakened the pleas of 
the defendant. 4 

The crime for 
Cocchi was brought to trial at 
Bologna, Italy, for the second 
time, was the murder.of Ruth Cru- 
ger, an 18-year-old student at Wad- 
leigh High school, New York city, 


in February, 1917. The girl visited 
Cocchi’s bicycle shop to have skates 
sharpened and never afterward was 
seen alive. ‘ 

For six months the poliée of New 
York were at a loss to aceount for 
Miss Cruger’s disappearance. At the 
end of that time the floor of the 
cellar in Cocchi's shop was dug up 
and the girl’s botly discovered.

In an address on “The Solution 
of the Housing Probiem,” before 


the. National Association of Com- 
mercial Organization Secretaries, 
in Washington, the other day, F. 
Roger Miller, secretary .of the 
Macon Chamber of , Commerce, 
pointed a situation exis in this 
country that is truly alarming. 

He showed, quoting from statis- 
tics, that during 1919 a total of one 
million couples were married in 
the United States. In other words, 
that one million new households 
were founded in America during 
the year. J 

Which is by no mean an alarm- 
ing fact—rather, it is a gratifying 
one—except when it is taken in 
connection with another fact that 
he stated: That. during the same 


year in which there were 1,000,000 
‘weddings, only 70,000 new homes 


were erected in the United States, 
and during the preceding year, 
1918, the total number of new 
homes built was only 20,000, go 
that the year of a million weddings 


opened with a serious shortage of 
residential houses. 


In fact, Mr. Miller stated, dar- 


ing 1918 there was need for twen- 
ty times the number of homes that 
were. built. 


this is so, it may not clear to 
the people and beg to inquire if it 
would not be timely now to say 
that the Federal bank would be 
more powerful with all the state 
bank members, because such mem- 
bership would largely increase the 
resources of that bank, and having 
its resources enlarged would largely 
increase its ability to extend credit.

been high. ‘The merchant, his clerks, 
the real estate dealers, and almost 
every business in the state has been 
on a boom, but if this cotton situa- 
tion is not relieved speedily it is 
going to mean stagnation to almost, 
if not all. other business in_ the 
south. 

My plan, briefly, is. this: Let 
every patriotic citizen that has some 
idle money buy as many bonded

ExcessCotton Production Tax 


Editor Constitution: The -heads 
of our different farming interests 
have been doing all they could to 
bolster prices of farm products to 
no avail: in fact, the more they try 
the harder the speculator hammers 
them. If the federal reserve bank 
would advance 30 cents a pound on 
our cottgn, next year we would 
have planted for a _ 12,000,000. to 
15,000,000-bale crop again, expect- 
ing help again to keep up the price. 
It is a well-known fact to all coun- 
try merchants and landlords in the 
cotton belt, that two*thirds of the 
total crop of cotton has to be put 
on the market prattically as it is 
gathered. This portion of the pro- 
ducers of cotton are not as thrifty 
and saving as the other third. In 
fact, they have been planting cotton 
in order to get credit to live. st 
year’s profits were spent before this 
crop was started. This is deplora- 
ble, but nevertheless true. Under 
these circumstances, why not do 
something for ourselves? 

Let the governors of all the states 
that raise cotton call the legislature 
together and pass a law taxing. all 
the cotton over four bales to the 
plow—say 50 per cent on the fifth, 
and 75 per cent of the value of al! 
over that, according.to the tax re- 
turns of stock for 1920. The United 
States government furnishes us a 
precedent in legally éutting down 
production by giving the railroad 
men eight hours for a day’s Work, 
instead of ten, thereby “br sgay st 
the coal miners, and look what coal 
is worth today—$15 to $17 per ton.

HEALTH TALKS

TOMATO JUICE FOR BABIES, 

Every mother of a bottle-fed baby 
knows, or should know, that the 
baby thrives better if given some 
fresh fruit juice or other addition 
to the milk, and particularly when 


pasteurized or sterilized milk is 
made necessary by uncertainty of 
the cleanliness or purity of the sup- 
ply. Orange juice is usually given. 
It has the property of preventing 
scurvy; it igs somewhat laxative; it 
probably favors normal growth. The 
quantity of orange juice ordinarily 
given to a baby three months old 
is about a tablespoonful daily. 
Oranges are sometimes very ex- 
pensive, under the present live-and- 
let-starve policy of the food trade. 
But mothers need not worry about 
that. Other fruit or vegetable 
juices are quite as good as orange 
juice for the purpose. Tomato juice, 
from fresh tomatoes, or from dried 
Or canned tomatoes, has proved 
even better than orange juice in in- 
fant feeding, for the jpice of the 


}tomato seems to contain not only 


the water-soluble dietary accessory 
factor (vitamin) but also the fat- 
soluble factor such as is present in 
egg yelk and fresh - butter. Thus, 
tomato 4uice supplies the anti+neurit- 
tie (opposing neuritis) water-sol- 
uble vitamin, the $ anti-scorbutic 
(opposing scurvy) factor and 
the fat-soluble vitamin. Given to 
the baby daliy, beginning with 
doses of about a teaspoonful or two 
daily at the third or fourth month, 
preferably fed . midway between 
regular milk feedings, an@ increas- 
ing the quantity up to twe or three 
tablespoonsful daily for babies over 
six months of age. 

Any fresh fruit juice available 
may be used as a substitute for 
orange juice if oranges are not 
available. The clear juices of fresh 
vegetable broth and strained thor- 
oughly, may be used in the same 
manner and for the same purposes 
in the diet of babies over five 
months old. 

The peculiar advantage of tomato 
juice in the infant dietary is that 
it has been found to stimulate 
growth, if given in sufficient 
amounts. Carefully conducted ex- 
perimental researches by Drs. By- 
field and Daniels, of the University 
of Iowa, proved, for instance, that 
when the ordinary dose of orange 
juice (about one tablespoonful) in 
an infant’s dally ratian was in- 
creased to three tablespoonfuls the 
infant's weight, previously sta- 
tionary. steadily increased. The 
same effect may be expeeted from 
equivalent amounts of fre 
or dried tomato fuice.

Coryza. 

Kindly tell me what coryza fs and 
whether you would advise serum 
treatments. (Miss L. H. 8.) 

Is there any anti-cold serum or 
vaccine that does any good? | seem 
to be “easy meat” for colds. (Ff. 
P. D.) 

ANSWER—Coryza, with the ac- 
cent on the eyes, is the correct term 
for acute so-called cold in the head. 
I would not advise serum or vac- 
cine treatment for coryza. One who 
is subject to recurring coryza or 
frequent attacks should, first, un- 
dergo an examination to determine 
whether there igs some chronic dis- 
ease condition of the nose or 
throat. In some cases of frequent 
or recurring coryZza an autogenous 
bacterin or vaccine (that is, one 
prepared from cultures made from 
the individual case) do conaiderable 
ood, conferring a certain degree of 
mmunity for a season. But: in most 
cases there is some underlying or 
chronic or long standing condition 
of the nose or throat which re- 
quires local or ‘perhaps surgical 
treatment. For an ordinary coryza 
these remedial measures are gen- 
erally helpful: 

1. Rest in bed 

2. A fast oft 
four hours. : 

3. A saline cathartic, such as ep- 
s0m salts, or a bottle of solution of 
magnesium citrate effervescent. 

4. A hot mustard foot bath, ad- 
ministered to the patient in bed by 
a nurse. 

5. Juice of one lemon, an ounce 
of giycerin, ounce of citrate of 
soda, teaspoonful of whole flaxseed 
steeped in pint of water. Of this a 
tablespoonful, eyery two hours. Two 
or three drops pt oil of peppermint 
may be added. °:

“But with the end of the war the 
foreign demand, not only for zinc, 
but for a great number of other 
products whose protection had been 
removed, immediately fell off.

The recent slumps 
of pricés of agricultural products 
has brought a great hardship to 
American agriculture. Vast crops 
were raised under conditions whicn 
}made them extremely costly, and 
now thatthe farmers have them 
in hand they find that prices have 
fallen so suddenly and rapidly that 
enormous losses must be sustained. 

“When the republican Party. is 
restored to contro] of the govern- 
ment after March 4, next, there will 
be a prompt réturn to the Ameri- 
can system of protection for Amer- 
ican industry. That policy has been 
to gaqualize the cost of production 
at home and abroad. s to zine, it

Doubtless he means that if Article 
10 were eliminated. Article 11 would 
still have the same effect. That 
was repeatedly charged during the 
senate discusison, and never con- 
vincingly denied.

Andin Excellence Set 


By Fair, Says Hastings 


BY H. G. HASTINGS, 


President Seuteastern Fair Associa- 
; tion. 

The Southeastern fair of 1920 is 
now-tistory. To say that th an- 
agement.of “Atlanta’s greatest an- 
nual event” is pleased with the sup- 
port accorded the public is ex- 
pressing it mildly. 

Like its predecessors it set new 
standards of excellence tn every de- 
partment that we have proper facil- 
ities to stage. 

The 1920 exhibition was the larg- 
est and most varied that has been 
staged in the south since the Pied- 
mont exposition of 1895, and in sev- 
eral departments exceeded that won- 
derful enterprise. 

The public, judging from the many 
questions asked, is interested -in 
knowing how the experiment’ has 
worked out of staging a large fair 
without the usual games of chance 
and skill that have been looked on 
as a necessary accompaniment of 
the amusement features. - 

In answer, we want to. state 
frankly that the radical experiment 
of eliminating every sort of game 
has apparently been a success and 
we prefer to run the fair without 
them if we can continue to have the 
Same support from the public that 
we have had this year. Whether 
this year’s policy can be maintained 
is absolutely dependent on the pub- 
lic. 

The impression seems to be gen; 
eral that the; Southeastern fair is a 
great oney maker. This.is not 
true. It cost approximately $150,- 
000 to stage this year’s exposition. 
some $25,000 to $30,000 more -than 
any previo one, 
acrificed $20,000. 

At the start we sacrificed receipts 
of some $20,000 from games of 
chance and skill. The elimination of 
them also reduced night gate re- 
ceipts some $10,000 to $15,000, a 
total) of $30,000 to $35,000 sacrificed 
at the start. 

Aided in large degree by wonder- 
ful weather, the attendance has been 
generally good and enables us to 
pay-all expenses with a very modest 
balance over, a balance that will go 


towards liquidating indebtedness in- 
curred in absolutely necessary im- 
provements made this past year. Ev- 
ery dollar earned by the Southeast- 
ern fair goes into improvements on 
grounds or in buildings. 

The Southeastern has always been 

a “feature” fair. This year has seen 
the inauguration of two new fea- 
tures that will have far-reaching ef- 
fects that cannot be measured. One 
of these was the establishing of a 
“national cattle and hog show” that 
puts the Southeastern in a live stock 
class second only to the great inter- 
nationa! live .wstock show held each 
December in Chicago. 
« The second feature was the start 
of the International Stock club judg- 
ing centest—a co-operative effort 
by the fair and the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. 
from every state and the provinces 
of Canada were invited and four- 
teen states accepted. wonderfull; 
good for a starter. This is a per- 
manent feature that we hope to ex- 
pand te take in South American 
countries as well as the United 
States and Canada. 

In agricultute, the liberal arts, 
woman’s work in all its phases, the 
fine arts, the. splendid exhibits of 
both the TWnited.States department 
of agriculture and the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture, the varied 
displays of farm machinery, .they 
have al] spoken for themselves to 
the nearly. if not fully 200,000 vis- 
itors that have passed through our 
turnstiles during the past ten days. 


Thanks to Workers. 


Our thanks are due to a score or 
more of faithful workers who have 
labored day and nicht to make their 
departments a success and up to 
the high standards that have been 
set. Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, who has 
been head of our woman’s depart- 
ment from its inception, and Mrs. 
Wilmer Moore, in charge of “arts 
and crafts,” are to be _ especially 
commended. 

The fine arts exhibit, in charge 
of Mrs. E. W. More, and due to her 
energy in securing paintings from 
the very best artists, was a really 
wonderful exhibition. Not since the 
days of the Piedmont exposition has 
there been such a collection of real- 
ly good art work assembled and the 
throngs of people studying careful- 
ly the exhibition show that there is 
a growing appreciation of fine art 
work in this section. 

Many wonder why the Southeast-e 
ern fair emphasizes to such a degree 
the live stock phase. The answer is 
simple. No agricultural section of 
the world is permanently prosperous 
that does not combine with § the 
growth of staple crops an abundance 
of good live stock. In addition to 
the sale value of the animals thei: 
presence on the farm insures the 
maintenance of ee which 
is all important. 

The suecess of our swine exhibit 
is due to the unfailing energy and 
interest in that department by J. 
Oscar Mills. Exhibitors in that de- 
partment have again repeated to our 
president and wecretary what they 
have said in past years, that under 
Mr. Mills, that department is man- 
aged in a way unequaled by that of 
any fair or live stock ‘show in this 


; country. 


Increase in Dairy Herds. 


The cattle department, under Mr 
Stoddard, was far superior to that of 
1919 and previous years. +Hereto- 
fore the beef breeds have largely 
dominated, but this year has seen 
a marked increase in the dairy herds 
which is especially gratifying. For 
the first time in several years sheep 
have again appeared, and is our 
hope to promote sheep husbandry 
that Wwe have so many million acres 
admirably adapted for. 

The amusement and sport. fea- 
tures were in keeping with the rest 
ofthe fair. No finer horse racing. 
with the breaking of world’s rec- 
ords, has ever been offered to the 
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public in any city of this country. 
The same was true of the thrilling 
auto races that ope and closed 
the fair racing prog j 

With all due respect to everyone 
connected with the Garey of 
the Southeastern fair I want to take 
this opportunity to place the great- 
er part of the credit. for the success- 
ful staging of this fair where it be- 
longs. It is due to our secretary 
and manager, Russell M. Striplin. 

My association with him for the 
past five years in fair matters has 
been very close. The Southeastern 
Fair association made no mistake 
when it brought Mr. Striplin to At- 
lanta. He was a big fair man then 
and he has grown wonderfully since 
then. In my opinion. he has no su 
perior in fair management ability 
either in the United States or Can- 
ada. The position the Southeastern 
fair holds in the United States to- 
day is very largely due to his abil- 
ity as a far-seeing gxecutive. 


Cannot Stand Still. 


We would like to make the South- 
eastern fair a bigger and better fair. 
and it is due Atlanta to have it big- 
ger and better. We have gone abou: 
as far as our present facilities af- 
ford and we doubt very mucr 
whether a word of criticism would 
be offered either city or county by 
anyone who has. seen this: year’s 
fair if the byilding program stop 
ped by the war should be resumed 
in 1921. We cannot stand still. We 
must either go forward or back- 
ward, 

No one appreciates the imperfec- 
tions of the Southeastern fair more 
than those of us directly responsi- 
ble for its management. We would 
appreciate to the fullest extent con- 
Structive criticism from any patron 
of the fair. It’s Atlanta’s fair and 
is not the personal property of any 
man or group of mén. We are siin- 
ply trustees, acting as best we 
know how and within the limita 
tions of our ability and the facili- 
ties we have to work with. It is 
up to the ty to judge to what 
degree we have “made good.” 

Just a final word. We appreciate 
more than words can express. the 
generous support given us not only 
by the Atlanta public but the thou- 
sands of visitors from all over the 
southeast and the many § kindly 
words of aporecitation that have 
mally. This expres- 
sion makes us feel that our year’s 
work has been worth while.

MARTIN MAKES ATTACK

John W. Martin, republican nom- 
inee for congress from the fifth

“Why do the democrats hold that 
you are bound to support their 
nominee in the national election?”

of all stock salesmen will be kept 
for information of the public. 

Since Mr. Connor took office on 
October 4, one class D corporation 
and five class C companies have been 
granted permits to sell stock within 
this state, while a number of appli- 
cations are under consideration. 
During Wednesday the chief exam- 
iner will inform two aplicants

stock will be denied, he announced , 
last night. 

The complete statement issued by 
Mr. Connor follows: 

“Gentlemen: We are enclosing you here- 
with a copy of the Georgia securities law 
approved August 17, 1920, and beg to direct 
your careful attention te all the features 
of the law, because upon your implicit com- 
pliance therewith and the instructions here- 
in given your license to continue to sell your 
securities in Georgia during the year 1921 
depends. : 

‘1, There must be filed with this commis- 

sion by you a complete statement as set out 
in Section 22, paragraphs 1 and 2 of the 
act. This statement must be verified in 
the same manner as the original applica- 
tion upon which you obtained your permit 
to offer securities in Georgia. It must be 
in this office not earlier than November 
2 nor later than December 12: (See Sec- 
tion 15.) 
“2, With the aforesaid statement yon 
must give us notice of your intention to 
make application to continue to sell securi- 
ties next year, if you desire so to do. 

“If you obtained your permit from the 
secretary of state prior to January 1, 1919, 
it will be necessary for you to make forma! 
application under the new law and recelve 
a new license from this commission before 
you can again offer securities in Georgia. 

“If you obtained your permit from the sec- 
retary of state since January 1, 1919, you 
may, on a showing that you have acted in 
good faith, and on furnishing a written 
statement that you desire to continue to 
offer securities in Georgia, obtain author- 
ity to sell the unsold balance of the securi- 
ties which you: were originally authorized 
tu sell under the terms of your origina! 
permit. This notice must be accompanied 
by a sworn statement verified by two cred- 
ihle persons familiar with the facts, show- 
ing the amount of securities unsold. In 
availing yourself of this privilege you will 
be bound to pay all the fees as provided in 
the new act. (See second paragraph, Sec- 
tion 29.) 

‘8. The schedule of fees under the new 
act is $50 annually for license to sell secu- 
rities and $10 annually required of agents, 
$5 registration fee and $5 additional for 
certified copy of the permit granted to you. 
which every agent is required to carry on 
his person in making sales and to exhibit 
to every prospective purchaser. (See Sec- 
tions 15, 31, 32 of the act.) You are not 
required to forward the fees until after 
the commission shall have passed upon the 
financial statement required in paragraph 1 
above, but the fees must be in this office 
before January 1, 1921. 

‘4. With your financial statement and 
notice of application -you must furnish us 
with the names and addresses of all the 
agents whom:you have employed to offer 
your stock next year and references as to 
their good character. 

‘‘Realizing that a large percentage of the 
frauds that have been perpetrated in this 
state in the sale of securities have been 
done by agents, the commission urgently 
requests every licensee to scrutinize care- 
fully the character of every agent before 
employing him. We desire you to notify us 
promptly of every change in your agency 
force, giving your reason for discharging 
an agent, if discharged, and of each sales- 
man voluntarily leaving your employ, if 
such ig the case. In doing this, you will 
greatly assist us in driving crooked stock 
salesmen from the state and we will be able 
to assist you in securing dependable men. 

‘It: will aid us if you will expedite your 
answer to thig letter as much as possible. 
Thanking you in advance for your prompt

Williams, a friend of Faucett. Upon 
reaching a clump of woods on 
Whiteford avenue, Faucett stopped 
the automobile and told Mr. Lan- 
ford that the gasoline had given 
out, and that he would have to tap 
the reserve tank. He then alighted 
from the automobile and _ darted 
into the woods, followed by Mc- 
Williams. 

Mr. Highsmith then, according to
